New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—The 
report of the President's aviation in- 
quiry board, which will be placed in the 
hands of Mr. Coolidge early next week 
is reported to be in the nature of a 
compromise and a rebuke. This is 
according to a story to be published 
in tomorrow's World. 

The compromise is an attempt to 
meet the most reasonable demands of 
each of the divergent elements in avi- 
ation. It is said the rebuke ts admin- 
istered to Col. William Mitchell of the 
army air service, although he is not 
named as the officer at whom censure 
is directed. 

Recompendations of the board, of 
which Dwight W. Morrow is chairman, 
are said not to include the creation 
of a unified air service or the creation 
of a separate air corps. A goodly por- 
tion of the report will be devoted to 
stating the reasons why these are 
deemed impracticable. 

Leave Defense Plan Alone. 

The main recommendations are un- 
derstood to be: 

1. That the present scheme of na- 
tional defense be left practically unal- 
tered. 

2. That three assistant secretaries of 
departments be appointed to handle 
military and commercial aviation. 
These would be an assistant secretary 
of war, an assistant secretary of the 
navy, and an assistant secretary of 
commerce. 

3. That the single promotion list re- 
main in the army with the addition of 
an infiltration scheme whereby avia- 
tion officers may become genera] staff 
officers without passing the present re. 


Pore examinations. 


4. The single promotion list to re- 
main in the navy with the exception 
that aviation officers who came into 
the service during the world war be 
made extra numbers. This will provide’ 
quicker promotion for all navy offi- 
cers. 

5. That aircraft carriers shall be 
commanded by aviation officers. 

6. That present methods of procure- 
ment and supply in the aviation serv- 
ices be left unchanged. 


Seek to Improve Designs. 

7. That'the attention 6f military and 
civil aviation engineers be focused on 
improvements in airplane design as the 
United States leads the world in pro- 
duction of airplane motors. 

8. That tests, simulating battle con- 
ditions as nearly as possible, be con- 
ducted to determine the relative merits 
of airplane bombing and anti-aircraft 
defense against such bombing attacks. 

9. That the government give every 
possible encouragement to the upbuild- 
ing of commercial aviation. 

When the lengthy report is analyzed 
it will be found that the navy air men 
have won more points than the army 
flyers. This will come ab a surprise 
to many who followed the public hear- 
ings, which lasted nearly four weeks, 
for the army airmen, led by Col. WU- 
liam Mitchell, overshadowed the navy 
men in the spectacular nature of their 
testimony. " 

Hurt Their Own Case. 

As an actual fact, however, ‘what 
was regarded as the extravagance of 
the army airmen’s evidence worked 
against them. Chairman Morrow is a 
member of the hanking firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. He is also a lawyer 
and he-—Was a college friend of Presi-. 
dent Codilage in Amherst. 

It is known that while the board. 
and especially Chairman Morrow, felt 
there were many strong points in favor 
of a separate corps for the army they 
also felt that at the present time there 
was no aviation officer eminently fitted 
to command such a corps. Also, they 
were unable, it is understood, to visua!- 
ize an air force with an army or with 
a fleet, intended to coéperate as a part 
of such and yet independent in its com. 
mand.

Italy’s Dictator Laws Are 
Passed by Chamber. 


BY LARRY RUE.

ROME, Nov. 28.—Without even dis- 
cussion the chamber of deputies today 
edopted laws revolutionizing the form 
of government in Italy. It then ad- 
journed until Wednesday when the re 
mainder of the “legislative program 
of the Fascist revolution” ts to be 
adopted. 

Ten articles were adopted, a part of 
which increases the power of Premier 
Mussolini to a virtual dictatorship and 
provides a penalty of fifteen years im- 
prisonment for any one to “ insult’”’ the 
premier or to injure him. 

Another bill provides for the seques- 
tration and confiscation of property 
and the deprivation of citizenship of 
Italians abroad who “commit or pre- 
pare to commit an act which results 
in trouble to the public order, damages 
the interest of Italians, or diminishes 
the good name and prestige of the 
country.” 

Families Escape Penalties. 

These penalties are only applicable 
efter the agreement of the ministers 
of foreign affairs and the interior 
where upon a commission on which 
two magistrates will sit will decide 
upon the punishment. The minister 
of justice stated that the law is not in- 
tended as persecution and will not be 
applicable to famalies of Italians 
caluminating the country abroad. 

Deputy, Sardi, recently of New York, 
said the actions of Socialists abroad 
against the Fascisti made this law ab- 
solutely necessary. 

Premier Mussolini is not only chief 
of the government, but he now has 
absolute authority over all depart- 
ments. And although the laws con- 
firm the right of the king to appoint 
or to recall a. minister the king him- 
self is bound by the constitution which 
only permits this in case of a vote of 
noncon fidence. 


Parliament Loses Prerogatives. 

Another law which was adopted pro- 
hibits any order of the day from being 
voted by the chamber without the per- 
mission of the premier and hence a re- 
fusal of the premier to submit a propo- 
sition of a vote of nonconfidence vir- 
tually disqualifies parliament’s tradi- 
tional prerogative. 

Before the chamber voted pensions 
for the families of Fascisti who have 
been killed in the cause since 1919, 
Sig. Farinacci, secretary genera! of the 
party, asked “all Fascistj deputies” to 
stand and observe a minute’s silence in 
respect of the dead members. The 
chamber complied, only former Pre- 
mier Giolitti remained sitting. 

After the silence was observed the 
deputies began attacking Sig. Giolitti 
bitterly. The latter explained that 
Sig. Farinacci had directed his request 
to “ Fascisti members” and the criti- 
cism subsided. 

Approve Morgan Loan. 

The law approving the Morgan loan 
of $100,000,000 also was passed. 

On Wednesday the chamber will take 
up the economic program which cre- 
ates a syndicalist hierarchy dictating 
both to capital and labor the relations 
upon which their enterprises are to 
be operated. 

Sig. Mussolini today issued orders 
establishing the old Roman salute 
which has been revived by the Fascisti 
as an official greeting between em- 
ployés of the public services or the 
administration. As in the army a su- 
perior returns the salute. 

Big Opposition Paper Retires. 

The Corriere Della Sera, Italy’s 
greatest newspaper, sang its swan 
song as an opposition newspaper in a 
final editorial written by the famous 
Senator Luigi Albertini, director and 
part owner, who explains he never 
owned more than 48 per cent of the 
stock. The big industrialists, the Cres- 
pi brothers, proprietors of great cot- 
ton mills, owned 62 per cent. The con- 
tract between them made him direc- 
tor of the policies of the paper until 
1930. 

The Corriere, although announcing 
that it is not becoming a Fascist news- 
paper, formally withdraws from the 
opposition and will play a neutral part.

The proposed Illinois waterway im- 
provement, opening Chicago to the 
Mississippi valley trade in barges, may 
be expected to bring a commerce in 
the neighborhood of 6,500,000 to 7,000,- 
000 tons a year, according to the re 
port which Maj. Rufus W. Putnam, 
United States district engineer, has 
sent to Washington after two vos 
of investigation into this situation. 
While this is far below the figures 
used by waterway enthusiasts, it is 
sufficient to assure a recommendation 
by the engineering experts that con- 
gress make an appropriation to dredge 
a nine foet channel in the Illinois river 
between Utica and the Mississippi.

Mooney had been ruled off the turf for 
life and all horsemen, owners, and 
trainers are warned not to harbor or 
to aid Mooney, or they, too, will be 
barred. 

Mooney is denied forever the privi- 
lege of exercising horses or working 
in any capacity on a race course, and 
is also denied admission to any race 
course even as a spectator, Mr. Sher- 
wood said.

‘‘One of the great troubles in rais- 
ing foxes is in giving them food prop- 
erly balanced. In winter Mr. Murray 
feeds mainly a ration of meat, cereal. 
and milk. He feeds beef, fish, horse 
meat, and beef hearts and livers. The 
cereals include oatmeal and fox bis- 
cuits containing a variety of cereals. 

They Like Milk. 

Both whole and skimmed milk are 
fed winter and summer. The foxes 
like milk so well that they wil) lick it | 
when it is frozen in the vessels. They | 
are also fond of fruits. On this combi- | 
nation fruit and fox farm many raw | 
apples are fed and occasionally cher: | 
ries. The fox seems to have a sweet 
tooth because he always takes a sweet 
apple in preference to a sour one. 

The cost of feeding a pair of foxes 
is about $50 a year, according to Mr. 
Murray’s rough estimates. Some of 
the feed is raised on the farm. 

In that section of Michigan the tem- 
perature runs quite low for several 
months in the year, at least from Jan- 
uary to April, making it an ideal place 
for the animals. Foxes like to play 
in the snow, and there is an abundance 
of it around Grand Traverse bay, 
where the temperature goes as low as 
30 degrees below zero. Frequently 
the thermometer is kept down to 65 
below zero. This means the animals 
must grow good pelts to keep warm. 
It is Mr. Murray’s opion, as well as 
other successful fox breeders, that the

| “Why, Miami doesn’t compare with 
Chicago in opportunities. It can’t. It 
| hasn't the location, it hasn't the hinter- 
land, it hasn't the industries, it hasn't 
the essentials of a world city—except 
as a winter resort. 

“ Let me tell you something, for 
publication,” continued his honor, and 
he went on to relate one of his own 
experiences in Chicago real estate, This

To Be the World City. 


| “Chicago's location and other natu- 
‘ral advantages are certain to make the 
‘city grow and grow,” said the mayor. 
“TIT believe with Prof. J. Paul Goode 
, that Chicago is destined to be THE 
world city. It can hardly avoid it. Enor 
mous sums must and will be spent for 
public improvements. If not obtained 
otherwise, the city’s growth alone will 
force them. This is not as it should 
‘be. The improvements should aid the 
development, encourage it, and boost 
it along. That is the policy that should 
be pursued. That is the policy which 
must be adopted. 
| “The proper improvements will not 
‘only hasten the development of the 
city but will intensify it. When we 
adopt a policy of constructing adequate 
improvements as needed to encourage 
the development of the city the growth 
will necessarily be hastened. At the 
same time other plants, mills, factories 
and other businesses will be attracted 
to the city, which might remain in 
other localities if the improvements are 
delayed until forced by the growth of 
, the city. 
| Needs $90,000,000 Now. 


“TI am strongly for all needed public 
‘improvements and I believe that the 
‘people generally are getting on a plane 
where they can see the advantage of 
having them. It takes money to get 
them and no cash is now available for 
them. The city could with advantage 
spend $90,000,000 right now, as Chair- 
man Charles Wacker of the plan com- 
mission has pointed out.” 

The mayor promised that he will 
have something more to say on that 
subject within a week. Perhaps it will 
be in the form of @ message to the 
city council at its meeting tomorrow— 
the first session after the autumn ve- 
cation‘of the aldermen. 

The plan suggested for getting the 
$90,000,000 is by increasing the present 
bonding power. If the plans adopted, 


—— 


tained until the next session of the -gen- 
eral assembly. Its regular session 
starts in January, 1927, and the pres- 
ent city administration ends the follow. 
ing April. 

“In asking for more money I’m not 
requesting a dollar for this administra- 
tion,”’ argued the mayor. “If the city 
is granted authority to issue $90,000.- 
000 more in bonds the money will be 
invested by the succeeding city admin- 
istration—not mine. It is therefore 
perfectly apparent that I’m asking 
more money for the needed improve- 
ments and not for my administration.”

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FUDGES AND FRUIT. 


F we wanted to discuss fudges and 
failures. of which there have been 
end tn the making of this 

‘ong time popular sweet, we might 
begin by talking about the tempera- 
tune, 238 degrees, which is the point 
when the sugar mixture for this candy 
is gooked just long enough. It is an 
entertaining or ap exasperating thing 
trwt «6Cbout the time the mixture 
reePnee 236 degrees, or surely 237, it 
is then ready to go up so rapddly that 
you can hardly be expeditious enough 
initaking it from tbe fire. The reason 
this is exasperating is that it often 
stands without a change at a little 
below this point for a good many min 
utes, and so deceives us. 

If we allow the fudge to go up to 
240 degrees, we have to vary our final 
treatment of it a good deal. It is best, 
under such circumstances, to let it 
cool considerably before beating it, and 
then to beat it for a shorter time 
Rut there are exceptions to ali rules, 
ané something depends upon the com- 
powition of the candy we are making. 

fiecause of the rapid action of the 
heat at the crucial] moment, we need 
to cook a fudge mixture in a pan with 
a good strong handle. A flat-bottom 
pan is also best, and.one of good width 
or diameter. A wooden spoon or paddle 
is by far the best stirring instrument 
to use, because the contact of metal 
with metal flavors in some slight way, 
whatever is being cooked in and with 
the two. If it is a delicate sauce, it 
will slightly discolor and detract from 
the flavor to have the metals touch, 
and candy is also a dainty product. 

Many of the failures in candy mak- 
ing are due to the fact that the sugar 
is not sufficiently dissolved before it 
is heated.

This is somewhat of a bother 
when we are making fudge, in which 
we dissolve the chocolate in the liquid 


the candy to 238 degrees, or until it 
forms a firm ball in water. When it 
gets to that stage it will quickly over- 
cook, so the thermometer is a great 
aid. Take the fudge from the fire, let 


it cool a little, add the vanilla and stir.

what or even to a half, beat it witha 
wooden spoon until it grows a shade 
lighter. Then pour it out tn a sheet. 


Caramel Fudge. 


Make the caramel fudge in exactly 
the same way as simple fudge, but 
use four ounces of bitter chocolate 
and one cup of milk or cream, instead 
of half acup. Because of the amount 
cf chocolate it must either be melted 
over a slow fire by itself, then the 
milk or cream added, or we may beat 
together all the chocolate and cream, 
2nd stir them over a small fire until 
the cream is thickened by the onoce 
late and the whole is as smooth as any 
cream. If this, with the sugar and 
corn sirup, is cooked to 240 degrees in- 
stead of 238, cooled a little, and beaten 
for an exceedingly short time, perhaps 
three or four minutes only, the fudge 
will) most likely seem. more like-a 
caramel than a fudge. 

If_it is cooked to only 238 degrees 
and allowed to cool somewhat, and 
then beaten, we get about the same 
effect. To make this fudge a little 
softer, it is a good plan to put in a 
tablespoon of butter with the chocolate 
and cream or milk when cooking these 
together. When beaten to just the 
right stage, and poured out fnto a 
sheet of even thickness, both the top 
and the bottom will have the shining 
surface of a caramel, if it does not turn 
sugary from working it too long. 

‘Fadge with Brown Sugar. 

To make this fudge, substitute one 
cup of brown sugar for one cup of 
the granulated, and use only half as 
much corn sirup. In taking this or 
perhaps any fudge from the fire, espe- 
cially if it has cooked the least bit 

ve 238 degrees, set the sauce pan 
immediately into cold water to stop the 
boiling of the sugar. This settles the 
sirup and hastens the time when we 
may safely begin creaming or beating 
it. Nuts, cut up fine with a knife. if 
added to this fudge, make of it some- 
thing extra fine. Beat the fudge after 
it has cooled a bit for four or five mins 
utes, then stir in nuts and pour out in 


sheet. . It is difficul® to decide when 
is the crucial moment to add the nuts, 
s0 that we may get a sheet rather than 
a lump, or lumps, of candy’ But this 
candy, if not overcooked, can be 
pressed down with the hands while it 
is still warm. Another way to add the 
nuts is to beat the cooked mixture for 
a rather short time, pour it out and 
press the nuts into it. 
Beating of Fudge. 

Plain fudge when cooked to the 
right point can be beaten so as to 
be as creamy as the best bonbon, and 
kneadable like any fondant. If it is 
not cooked enough the beating will 
be of little use and the product will 
be what a friend of mine calls a 
“goup.” Nevertheless a candy that 
is moist is mucl more delicious, vuspe- 
cial). after it is two or three days 
old, than one that is too dry, and most 
homemade fudge are too dry. 

The beating of a fudge sirup, cor- 
rectly cooked, should be Icng enough 
to give it creamy consistency. If it 
is not rightly cooked and the beating 
begins while it is exceedingly hot, it 
will become stiff in too short a time 
and not good enough, really,’ to be 
called a candy. (To allow the fudge 
sirup to cool considerably will make 
it necessary to beat it for a; tonger 
time, and beating: is somewhat ..rd 
work, but you wil] have a finer candy 
in consequence and one that you may 
work up into various forms. When 
fudge is too hard to work with the 
fingers into a. ball, it has not the 
creamy consistency that it is most 
Gesirable to secure. 

On Cooking Sugar in General. 

Fudge making is simple cookery, 
but a great deal of attention and skill 
given to it will enable-the maker to 
have the credit of ranking as a real 
candy maker. There is good reason 
for making this simple candy at home. 
because every kind of fudge is best 
when it is fresh, and its flavor is 
often superior when it is yet warm. 

In order to be a success in making 
even so simple a product it is neces. 
sary to remember that sugar, when it 
is cooking, has its own special and 
unique behavior. It puffs, it forms 


_than it was at the start and thcre is 


some danger of tts burning on. There- 
tore, the fire should be lowered at 
once. 

In fact, the lowering of the fire, once 
the sugar mixture boils hard, is one 
of the most important items of be- 
havior in candy making. It takes but 
a little fire to keep any mixture at a 
boiling stage, and it takes .ess when 
that mixture is one of sugar. This 
sugar mixture in particular needs to 
cook evenly if fine effects are to be 
secured. In short, you may say that 
in cooking sugar almost very minute 
may be significant, while some min- 
utes are crucial. If anybody enters into 
the spirit of making so simple a thing 
as fudge candy, taking care at every 
step, feeling a great and even excited 
responsibility at the crucial points, and 
working with such precision all the 
way along that q@uccess is assured, 
every minute cf the effort will be a 
happy minute of life, which is saying 
something. People who cook and are 
practically unhappy every minute are 
truly unhappy human beings.

‘If the work is hurried up in stirring

larly if it becomes chocolate ‘coated 
and adheres to the pan. In dissolving 
sugar over the fire, stirring it all 
the time until the mixture boils, one 
should note the enormous difference 
between the ease of stirring after it 
is dissolved, and before it is dissolved.

If we want to learn to make a great.

fudge in a variety of ways. such as 
melting it for an icing or combining 
it ‘with fruit or nuts, all these mat- 
ters of fine detail must be attended to. 
It is undoubtedly best to begin with 
a simple recipe and follow it through 
with the most careful attention. 


Simpte Chocolate Fudge. 

Formula: One or two ounces of bit- 
ter chocolate, one-half cup of milk or 
créam, two cups of sugar, one-half 
cup of corn sirup (glucose), one-half 
to one teaspoon of vanilla. Cut the 
checolate into a flat bottomed aluminum 
saGcepan that will hold anywhere 
from five to eight cups of liquid. Add 
to. it half the milk or cream and 
stir it over the fire, turned very low, 
until the chocolate is smooth, lifting 
it from the fire with stirring if it boils. 
Add the rest of the milk, stir and cook 
until as smooth as cream. It depends 
on how much heat is used whether you 
can cook the chocolate smooth with 
the first half of the milk. 

If it is cooked too fast, it will be 
thick and lumpy, and it will be neces- 
sary to add the rest of the milk at 
once. In order to get the best effects 
in making fudge, the chocolate must 
be thoroughly melted and cooked up 
before the sugar is added to it. Then 
add the sugar and corn sirup and stir 
all together. Otherwise stir over a 
minimum fire, slowly and completely

within the next few weeks. 


What confronts the—person 
who goes to opera only occasion- 
ally is something like this. Shall 
he go to hear Rosa,Raisa in 
“Madama Butterfly” this after- 
noon, or to ‘‘ Herodiade,” which 
has not been sung for these many 
years, tomorrow night? Would he 
care for Charles Marshal] and 
Marguerite D’Alvarez in ‘‘ Samson 
and Delilah” on Tuesday night? 
Do his tastes run toward the 
cheery tunes of Donizetti's ‘“ L’Eli- 
sir d’Amore’’ on Wednesday night, 
or the sterner fare of the revered 
Wagner’s “Die Walkire” 
Thursday night? 

Or shall he save up his time, 
his energy, and the price of the 
tickets for the operas in English 

“Madama Butterfly.” that are to come along just a bit

For no less than three operas in English are at present 
on the ways of the shipyards of preparation, shortly to slip 
down into the waters of performance. The launching of 
“Namiko San” by Aldo*Franchetti is tentatively promised 
for Dec. 11; “A Light from St. Agnes” by W. Franke Har- 
ling, for Dec. 16; Charles Wakefield Cadman’s “The Witch 
of Salem” a bit later. 


This would seem to be a good time for the supporters of 
orera in English to go into rejoicing. How many and how 
eloquent they are only one who opens mail at a music desk 
can estimate. Or, from another point of view, it is a good 
time to find out how much the said supporters really mean 
by their propaganda, how much is conversation, and how 
much willingness to buy tickets. In the past the issue has 
been clouded by doubt. Here it is clear cut. The Civic 
Opera company has thrown out a direct challenge, three 
operas in English, conceived, constructed, and produced on 
the soil of America. How will they be received? 


Either way you look at it, art or commerce, it is going 
to be an interesting sporting event.

Realistic, Even for Grand Opera. 


“ Namiko San,” in which the name part is to be taken 
by the Japanese soprano, Tamaki Miura, is founded fairly 
directly on a play of old Japan, called, in the translation by 
Leo Duran, “The Daimyo.” It is certainly tragic, and bids 
fair to be realistic, though Mr. Franchetti tells me he has 
found it necessary to make some slight alterations in the 
ending. In the original, Namiko San’s head has been severed 
by an expert wielder of a snickersnee and, at a touch, falls 
from her shoulders and rolls across the stage. This is a bit 
thick, even for grand opera, which shrinks at few horrors, 
and Mr. Franchetti has found it desirable to indicate his 
heroine’s death with less exact mimicry. Besides, there is 
always the possibility of its causing a shortage in prime 
donne. 

Before {it was an opera, “A Light from St. Agnes” was a 
play written and acted by Mrs. Fiske. Mr. Harling, who 
wrote the music for it, is known here chiefly as the com- 
poser of works for male chorus and sung by the Mendels- 
sohn club. “ Before the Dawn,” “The Death of Minnehaha,” 
and “The Two Angels” are three of them. He is also the 
composer of the prize winning symphonic ballad, “The 
Miracle of Time,”’ performed at the Newark festival of 1916. 
In 1909 he was musical director at the U. S. military academy 
at West Point, writing at the time the academic hymn, “ The 
Corps,”’ which is sung and played on all state occasions. 


Mr. Harling states his faith in jazz as the true American 
foik music, and has made a study of its rhythms. In fact, he 
has introduced saxophones into his score. -He denies, how- 
eyer, that “A Light from St. Agnes” is a jazz opera, be- 
lieving that he has reason for saying that ‘“ Der Rosen- 
kavalier” is not a waltz opera. His statement is that he 
merely has done the simple and obvious thing to achieve a 
desired musical effect consistent with the subject in hand. 


Turning back today’s performance, “Madama Butter 
fly " will be presented as a tribute to the memory of Giacomo 
Puccini, its composer, who died a year ago today. Rosa 
Raisa’s appearance in the name part will be her first on the 
Auditorium stage, though she made one of the hits of a career 
filed with hits when she sang it at Ravinia last summer. 
Irene Pavioska will be the Suzuki, Charles Hackett the 
Pinkerton, and Giacomo Rimini the Sharpless. The con- 
ductor will be Giorgio Polacco.

HE management of “ Castles in the Afr,” in the proper

“ Androcles” is a sometimes ir- 
reverent fable play, which romps

The jolly old bootleggers have broken into the theater 
rather effectively in a melodrama entitled ‘‘Twelve Miles 
Out” and written by the William Anthony McGuire whose

time or another. 


Not only the bootleggers but their enemies, the hijackers, 
are herein represented—a hijacker, as you doubtless know, 
being a crook who robs other crooks who cheat the govern-: 
ment, a roving buccaneer with the courage otf Satan and 
nothing resembling respect for any living thing. 


The Burtons, Jane and John, are living down the coast 
of Long island. Jane is a desirable sort of wife to every- 
body but John, and John is a pig of husband to everybody, 
including Jane. They quarrel a lot. 


It begins to rain, and the wind howls. Suddenly there 
is a vigorous knock at the door, and a tall young stranger 
walks in, followed by several other strangers. They all bear 
arms and threaten to use them. 

The leader is one Gerald Fay, bootlegger. He has been 
making a run for it with 300 caseg of hootch in a motorboat, 
there is a chugging revenuer just behind him, and if he is 
to save his liquor he has got to find some place to hide it 


temporarily. In which extremity he had decided to take 
over the Burton cottage. 

There is not anything the protesting Burton can do about 
it, and the boys bring in the liquor. Then, just as every- 
thing is settling for the night, there is a smashing of glass, 
and in walks the hijacker with his crew, disarming and 
making prisoners of both the Burtons and the bootleggers. 

This hijacker is Michael McCue, Irish and tough, but a

Fay is the more crafty and the better conditioned, but 
McCue is bulky and accustomed to knocking out his mates 
periodically. They fight, smash the lanterns, muss up the 
cabin, and finally stab each other. Fay is cut in the arm, 
McCue amidships. Fay wins the girl, but, deciding to be 
noble, refrains from taking advantage of the opened cabin. 

The next day, as they are standing in shore, hoping to 
land the liquor, they are pifed up by a government boat. 
But not before Jane, disgusted ‘with her sniveling mate, has 
agreed to consider the rum runner’s love and he has promised 
to get into some business that will not keep him out so much 
at night. 

It is lively entertainment. We are pretty close to the 
running adventure of the rum runners and the hijackers 
down here.

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“The Offense” Brings a Message to Parents. 

When the educational theater is finally established one 
of the plays of its repertoire undoubtedly will be a piece 
called “The Offense,” which the young Neilson-Terrys, Den- 
nis and Mary, his wife, have been playing at matinées here. 

It is a play for parents, preferably ignorant parents, 
who beat their children with the idea of instilling in them 
a@ proper fear and respect for the parental authority. 

In “ The Offense’ a small boy, chasing a bounding ball 
into a living room filled with the costly curios belonging to 
his father, accidentally breaks a rare Chinese porcelain. Tb 
father, wild with rage, thereupon beats son until he is uncon- 
scious.

And when even his father comes to visit him he 
grows noticeably worse. 

Nor is father much better off. For years he has known, 
or felt, that his son’s condition, as well as the feeling of 
strangeness that exists between them, can be traced to that 
beating of the small boy.

Whether you love me or love me not, don't send letters 
to me to tell of your sufferings and griefs at the ticket- 
brokers’! I don’t care how much you are “ overcharged” 
or are “compelled to pay.” I am unable to see any difference 
between an agreed-upon premium of fifty cents and an im- 
posed premium of a dollar or ten dollars or fifty dollars: 
the broker is entitled to all he may get from anybody who 
buys of him. I know all the arguments about the 
brokers’ being a “ convenience,” a “ necessary evil that should 
be regulated,” and about their affording a “service”; and 
none of these arguments takes into account the basic ques- 
tion of fair-dealing. 

Thus, wherein ig the convenience to the patron who, told 
at the box-office in Randolph Street there is nothing to be 
had, finds what he seeks in Congress Street? The beauty 
of the idea is heightened by the explanation that he could 
the more easily get what he seeks across the street or around 
the corner from the theater, itself. . . . That somebody 
later in the week may be willing to pay a premium on a 
seat is not a reason for holding that seat from the man who 
wishes to buy it early in the week at the theater. Wherein 
ig the service to him? .. . As to regulation by Orders in 
Council or something of the sort, the traffic in tickets is none 
of the Council’s business, no? the State's, nor the Federal 
Government's. If all theater-goers buy their tickets at the 
box-office through one week, there will be no brokers the 
following week ... 

If you don’t pay the premium asked by the broker, you 
haven't even a self-imposed gri¢évance. If you pay it, you 
have no right to squawk through the mails. The thing to 


keep in mind is, I should think, that the theater isn’t coffee, 
boots, onions, lip-sticks, soup, lingerie, or even alcohol and 


tobacco: you don’t have to have it; whereas, to exist, the 


theater has to have your money.

There are ‘records of operas prese.‘ted 
by theatrical companies even before 
the revolution. e, called ‘ Flora, .or ' 
Hob in the Well,’ was advertised ia 
the South Carolina Gazette for Feb. 
§, 1735. Companies were formed short- 
ly after that date, and they wandered | 
around the country giving operatic 
performances. 

“*Der Frieschtitz,’ presented in 1825, 
marked the turning point in New York. | 
In the autumn of 1826 Manuel Garcia 
tame to New York with his whole fam- 
lly, and they presented “The Barber 
of Seville.’
